British Troops Use 
Camp Grayling for Training

It will be a busy summer 
for Camp Grayling this year 
as troops from Michigan, In- 
diana, Ohio, Kentucky and 
even Britain will be using the 
area for Annual Training. 

The activity began June 5 


when 126 members of the 


British Army arrived for two 
weeks combined training 
with components of the ist 
Battalion of the 125th Infan- 
try from Flint. The British 
unit is a composite made up 
from the Yorkshire 
Territorial Army called the 
Queen’s Own Mercian Yeo- 
manry. 

During this same two- 
week period, Company B, Ist 
Battalion of the 125th Infah- 
try from Saginaw has 120 of 
their personnel in England 
for their part of the ex- 
change training program. 

On June 12 nearly 5,000 
troops begin arriving for 


their two-week training 
period. The Michigan Army 
National Guard is sending 
members of the 46th 
Engineer Group, 177th Mili- 
tary Police Group and the 
72nd Support Brigade. 

Training with the 
Michigan troops this year 
will be members of the 1st 
Battalion, 238th Calvalry. 
Squadron, from the Indiana

Training out-of-state this 
year will be Det 2, 1903 Tran- 
sportation Company and the 
207th Combat Support 
Hospital who will travel to 
Fort Campbell, Ky in July.

Minnow-harvesting by Commercial 
Fishermen Banned on Lake Margrethe

Minnow-harvesting by 
commercial fisherman has 
been banned on Lake 
Margrethe, members of the 
Lake Margrethe Property 
Owners’ Association have 
learned. The action taken by 
the Dept. of Natural Resour- 
ces was reported to associa- 
tion members by President 
Rex Moulton at their first 
meeting of the 1982 summer 
season, held Saturday, May 
29, at the St. Francis 
Episcopal Church hall. 

The ban had been sought 
by members since 1976. The 
DNR’s order, effective this 
year, was issued on the 
recommendation of Gary 
Schnicke, district fish 
biologist based at Mio. He 
said the prohibition is per- 
manent, unless specifically 
revoked by the DNR, and 
applies to a number of area 
lakes, including K.P. Lake 
and Higgins Lake. © 

Schnicke told The Avalan- 
che he recommended the 
ban because of cumulative 
coraplaints of trespassing 
and other. abuses filed by 
private property owners, 
and over-harvesting at some 
smaller lakes. He said loss of 
minnow-population was not 


a factor in the Lake 
Margrethe decision.

Concerned with Landfill

Concerned that dangerous 
unidentified waste is being 
dumped at the Crawford- 
Otsego Landfill, residents of 
Maple Forest have 
requested more monitoring 
controls at the landfill. 

The Maple Forest residen- 
ts are also opposed to the 
landfili - located halfway 
between Grayling and 
Gaylord in Mapie Forest - 
being used by other counties 
and being closed on Sunday. 

In a letter to the Crawford 
County Board of Com- 
missioners, Maple Forest 
Township Supervisor Robert 
Murphy said, ‘It has been 
brought to our attention that 
certain dangerous unidenti- 
fied waste and materials are 
being dumped at the landfill. 
Some of the materials are 
considered to be unburnable 
by the federal government. 
We would like to see more 
extensive monitoring of the 
landfili and our township be 
provided with detailed 


reports on the condition.” 

Murphy went to say how 
the residents felt closing the 
landfill on Sundays was a 
mistake because many 
people now dump waste on 
state and private lands when 
the landfill is closed. 

The letter also stated the 
residents were definitely 
against any outside use of 
the landfill by other counties 
or commercial haulers from 
other areas. A 1981 solid 
waste study reported two 
sources from outside Craw- 
ford and Otsego counties 
dumping waste at the lan- 
dfill - Proctor and Gamble, 
of Cheboygan which disposes 
diaper waste, and a 75-cubic- 
yard transfer station from 
Emmet County, 

The Maple Forest residen- 
ts also said the excessive 
weights of trucks hauling 
trash were breaking up their 
roads and the large number 
of pick-ups and trailers 
carrying uncovered loads 
constantly littered the town- 


ship. 

They said because of these 
inconveniences they should 
be able to use the landfill at 
no charge as it is done in 
other counties, 

The Maple Forest resi- 
dents said in their letter if 
these conditions are not 
seriously considered or met 
they will petition to have the 
landfill closed. 

The commissioners  or- 
dered a study of the jandfill 
by the county Dept. of Public 
Works and will respond to 
the township as soon as 
possible. 

The landfill, started in 1974 
by the two counties, covers 
20 acres and negotiations are 
underway with the DNR for 
the use of an additional 80 
acres. The landfill is located 
about one mile south of the 
Crawford-Otsego boundary 
with Sherman Road 
providing access. 

The landfill handles an 
average of 40 tons of garbage 
a day. 


19 File for County Positions

Crawford was in Mitch 
lrwin’s 37th District  in- 
cluding most of the northern 
lower peninsula and the 
eastern upper peninsula. 
Now Crawford is part of the 
36th District, the largest in 
the state covering 16 coun- 
ties from Lake Michigan to 
Lake Huron. Besides Craw- 
ford, Oscoda, Ogemaw, 
Roscommon, Wexford, 
Presque Isle, Montmorency, 
Kalkaska, Missaukee, 
Manistee, Leelanau, Lake, 
losco, Benzie, Alcona, and 
Alpena counties are in the 
new district. No incumbent 
senators reside within the 
newly drawn district. 


The state congressional 
district including Crawford 
County is still the 103rd but 
several changes have been 
made. The 103rd_ retains 
Crawford and Antrim coun- 
ties, adds Oscoda, Otsego, 
and all of Roscommon while 
dropping Kalkaska, Missau- 
kee, Clare, Osceola, Isa- 
bella, and Grand Traverse.

Sanctification & Self 
Romans 7: 15-25 

Romans 7:15-25 introduces 
us to the last and greatest 
roadblock to our Sanctifica- 
tion - self. Read through this 
portion of scripture and 
notice the personal pronouns 
“1, “me” and “my’’ are 
used over 35 times in 
reference to self. We shall 
study the contrast and con- 
flict between our old carnal 
nature of verse 14 and our 
new Spiritual “inward man” 
of verse 22. This is a battle 
every true Christian has 
fought many tirnes. 

The carnal Christian has 
proper concepts of right and 
wrong, but does not have the 
power to put them into prac- 
tice. ‘‘For that which I do I 
allow not: for what I would, 
that do I not; but what I hate, 
that doI.” Verse 15. 

The carnal Christian not 
only hates that which is 
wrong, but he will acknow- 
ledge God’s law is good. “If 
then I do that which I would 
not, I consent unto the law 
that it is good.” Verse 16. 

The carnal Christian is 
controlled by the lust of his 
sin nature rather than his 
will. ‘‘Now then it is no more 
I that do it, but sin that 
dwellethin me.” Verse 17, 

The carnal Christian must 
recognize the total inability 
of the old nature te perform 
that which is good and right. 
“Hor I know that in me (that 
is, in my flesh,) dwelleth no 
good thing: for to will is 
present with me; but how to 


perform that which is good I 
find not.”’ Verse 18. 

The carnal Christian must 
recognize the evil law of the 
old nature which controlls 
his practice of sin. ‘For the 
good that I would I do not: 
but the evil which I would 
not, that I do. Now if I do that 
I would not, it is no more I 
that do it, but sin that 
dwelleth in me. I find then a 
law, that, when I would do 
good, evil is present with 
me.” Verses 19-21. 

The cariial Christian miust 
recognize that reliance upon 
self can only lead to defeat, 
dispair and death. He must 
be delivered from without, 
and not by his own efforts. 
“For I delight in the law of 
God after the inward man: 
But I see another law in my 
members, warring against 
the law of my mind, and 
bringing me into captivity to 
the law of sin which is in my 
members. O wretched man 
that I am? who shall deliver 
me from the body of this 
death?” 

A preview of victory is 
stated in Romans 7:25: ‘I 
thank God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord, So then with 
the mind I myself serve the 
law of God; but with the 
flesh the law of sin.’ We 
must realize the constant 
warfare between our mind 
and our flesh and allow 
Jesus Christ to be Lord of

An updated 1982-83 forecast by 
the Senate Fiscal Agency foresees 
revenues only 4.3 percent higher 
wthan current year general fund 

gm» Spending and noted significant cuts 
eo will have to be made to current ser- 
vices to produce a balanced budget. 
_ The estimates presume a 
moderately-paced economic 
recovery beginning this summer. 
’ Projections by Ted Ferris, director 
of the agency, are $310 million below 
‘those of Governor William G. 
. Milliken’s $4.98 billion general fund 
‘estimates made in January while, 
‘revenue forecasts for the School Aid 
@ fund are $72 million less than those 
of Milliken. 
' A later March  ‘‘consensus’’ 
forecast agreed to by the agency, the 
‘Department of Management and 
Budget and the House Fiscal Agen- 
cy, had already reduced the original 
estimate by $130 million. 
-. Ferris said the lowered forecasts 
are due to a slower-paced economic 
® recovery and the reduced revenues 
for the current year, which he said 
are $40 million below the March 
consensus figures, 

He is projecting a beginning of 
real growth in the state economy by 
the third quarter of 1982, due to 
federal tax .cuts, low inflation and 
“lower interest rates. 

Although in part, using the 
econometric model of the University 
of Michigan’s Research Seminar in 
Quantative Economics, the SFA 
‘forecast takes a less optimistic view 
.of the state’s dominant industry - 
8.5 million auto sales in 1982 com- 
pared to 9.5 and 10.4 million in 1983 
compared to 11.8 million, 

If the more optimistic forecasts 
are used, Ferris said, revenue 
estimates could be boosted $140 
million above his latest numbers. 

@ Although his revised forecast of 
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revenues in 10.2 percent above 
revenues for the current year, he 
said spending could increase only 
4.3 percent because of the distortion 
caused by the temporary $300 
million income tax increase this 
year, 

The forecast allows only $193 
million more to be spent in 1982-83 
than during the current year. Ferris 
said he is still putting together a 
“current services” budget, hut ad- 
ded it is clear the limited additional 
revenues will not support those ser- 
vices. 

But if cuts are made to match the 
new revenue forecast, he said, ‘‘I 
believe we will have adopted a 
budget which is realistic, consisten- 
tly-based and far less subject to 
revision than the current year’s 
budget.” 

Following the forecast, a special 
Senate committee set revenue and 
target spending figures for fiscal 
1982-83. 

Revenue estimates were set at 
$4,646.4 million (plus $26.6 million 
in already appropriated state build- 
ing authority rent) while the spend- 
ing targets for the fiscal year begin- 
ning October 1 were set at $4,646 

The special committee, 
comprised of Senate leaders, mem- 
bers of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee and the chairman of the Finance 
Committee - did not reach total 
harmony on the spending targets 
as Republican members called for 
additional cuts in the social services 
budget.

News of Good 
Things Growing 


By Margaret G. McCall 

Time to prepare a picnic 
and plan to soak up the 
summer sunshine. To help 
you along, nearly 50 com- 
mercial food crops are in- 
cluded among the good 
things growing in Michigan. 

Skewered meats and 
vegetables make a nice and 
easy combination. We talk of 
Shish kebabs, and are indeb- 
ted to the Persian, Armenian 
and Turkish languages for 


the name. Generally, 
Kebabs (or kabobs) are 
made with cubes of 


marinated lamb or beef, in- 
terspersed with chunks of 
onions and green peppers, 
whole mushrooms, and often 
tomatoes. 

I like to use cubes of 
cooked ham and_ fresh 
pineapple chunks for a 
change, basting the skewers 
with a mixture of lemon 
juice and honey. Cubed 
chicken also goes well with 
this combination. 

But don’t think just of 
meat and cubes for skewers. 
You can also use thin strips 
of marinated steak threaded 
on skewers, and you can use 
meatballs. Which brings me 
to a recipe for meatballs 
made with fresh ground pork 
[think you'll like. 

Combine 1 pound fresh 
ground pork, 1 cup dry bread 
crumbs, 1 tablespoon min- 
ced dried onion, 1 tablespoon 
dried parsley flakes and a 
dash or two of Tabasco. Mix 
well and shape into meat- 
balls. Thread on skewers 
alternately with green pep- 
per chunks, being careful not 
to crowd. Grill over a slow 
fire, turning often, until 
done, about 15 to 30 minutes.

A short time ago while 
coming out of the picnic area 
with a truck, I saw a large 
snake crossing the read. 
There was no need to run 
over it, but I was curious as 
to its kind. It turned out to be 
a hognosed snake which has 
several dangerous-sounding 
names such as hissing ad- 
der, blow viper, spreading 
adder, hissing sand snake, 
and puff adder. There are 
only three varieties of the 
hognosed in North America: 
the eastern, southern and 
western. They are serpents 
of unusual behavior. When 
threatened, they flatten their 
heads and necks, hiss loudly 
and inflate their bodies with 
air, producing a show of hos- 
tility that has earned them a 
bad reputation. If you fail to 
retreat or you prod the snake 
with a stick, it will soon roll 
on its back, open its mouth, 
give a few convulsive 
movements, and then lie still 
as if dead. If you turn the 
snake right side up, it prom- 
ptly rolls over again giving 
the bluff away. Toads and 
frogs are the principal foods 
for adults and insects for the 
young. The upturned nose is 
the best field identification 
because the color varies a 
great deal ranging through 
yellow, brown, gray, orange, 
black, or even reddish. The 
black and gray colors seem 
to be most prevalent in this 
aita,
